This pꝛecept is very oſten in the ſcrip | 

- tures, andſcemeth to bee ſuperfluous: 

becauſe if is well knowne that: God is 

p2elent enery where, and that he neuer 
departeth from vs, hut the matter is 
not whether he be pꝛelent with vs. and 
whether hee ſhewe argumentes of his 
pꝛeſente: but that wee may vnderſtand 
that her is pꝛeſent with vs, and that 
wer ſhould confozme our ſelnes to his 
will, that we may appehend oz lays 
holde vpon him after a healthfull ma- 
ner . Buthauing regarde ta this rea- 
ſon, hee is founde in his wozd, wherein 
be maketh himſelk and his wil known 
vnto us, as we haue ſpoken eis where. 

Ther therefoꝛe ſahe him truely, 

udie ta pꝛamote his honour and gio⸗ 
ris: which then at length ſhall come 
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to paſſe when wee renounce and bid as 
die w to our fleſhly affections , and des 
fires of the wozlds, in ſo much that no- 
thing may now ſeeme pleaſant 02 10y- 
full vnto vs, but that only that agreeth 
with his will e that wee ſe to be iop⸗ 
ned with his glozy. 


But becauſe the hypocrits alſo p20- N 20x towen 


felſe this care, and woulde ſeeme al- that wee ſecke 
together to bee ſuch as lieke the Loꝛd, Gen 


and defire toaduaunce his gloꝛp, the 
Pꝛophet ſheweth by what tokens the 
godly ought to declare this ſtudie and 
care, Namely by the ſtudie of Juſfice, 
and of mekeneſſe,oz rather lowlineſſe 
and humilitie. Foꝛ he addeth , ſeeke 
Iuſtice, ſeeke Meekeneſſe. It is the 
pꝛopertie of Juſtice too giue to every 
one his owns , and it reacheth as well 
vnts God, as vnto thy neighbour : but 
be comp:ehendeth in the firſt member 
thoſe things that belong to God, foꝛ as 
much as he commaundeth vs to ſecke 
him: but that Juffice Þ belongeth vnto 
men, is twoe fold, to witte publique e 
pꝛiuate:publique iuffice belongeth vn- 
70 . duetie is 1 
. erte 
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terue the common peace, tq miniſtet 
the lawe holplp, to rewarde the god, 
and puniſh the wicked, and what pleas 
ſure theſe thinges ought to be vnto vi 
godly Pagiſtrates, it is knowne euen 
by that, that they are (9 orten bꝛought 
in, in the lawe and Pꝛophets: and be⸗ 
cauſe it is manifeſt , that no nation 
hath long abiven in ſafetie, wherin p 
lawes of the common wealth were et 
ther ſolde foꝛ money, oꝛ neglected, Pꝛi⸗ 
uate Juſtice is that that belongeth to 
euer p one particularly, and commans 
deth vs to perkozme duetie to euere 
man, reſpecting as well cur owne cal⸗ 
ling as theirs. The effectes of this Jus 
ſtice is, that we giue due honour to our 
parents, and al others, which are to vs 
in cede of parents: That parentes 
haue an honeſt regarde to their chil⸗ 
dꝛen, as well tauching their bodies, 
as mindes : that wee bee carefull to 
pꝛofit our neighbour accoꝛding to the 
rule of charitie, that wee doe him no 
tmurie, wherbyeither his body, oꝛ gad 
name may be endamaged. To tonclud 


*. 
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that we bꝛidle our thoughts and luſts 
fo, that wee commit nothing againtt 
the Lawe of charitie and iuſtice: and 
verily they that ſoke GO D with al 
their heart, doe neuer neglect thoſe du⸗ 
ties, which by his commaundement 
we owe vnto others. But that men 
ſhould not pleaſe them ſelues in theſe 
thinges , oꝛ put the deſert of ſaluation 
in them, the Pzophet willeth them to 
ſtudie fo2 humilitie, which cauſeth vs 
to be wholy ſubiect vnto GD D, and 
teacheth vs to depend vppon his grace 
and goodneſſe, as Chꝛiſt admoniſheth 
in Luke, Chap. 17. When wee haue 
done al, let vs ſay, wee are vnprofita- 
ble ſeruaunts. This map bee ſcene in 
all the Saints of & D D, whole pzays 
ers are, Enter not into iudgement 
with thy ſeruaunt, O God: for if thou 
be extreme to marke what is done 
amiſſe, O Lorde who may abyde it? 
Neither doe they at any tyme foꝛget 
that ſaying of Chꝛiſt, Without mee 
you can doe nothing: And that whic 
the Apolkle docth plainely ſap, What

© Pozeoner the Pꝛophet miniltreth 
the reaſons to the godly, whereby they 


ttetentimes beginne tobe troubled , bes

The 
P2ophet Zephaniah therefoze ſalueth 
this temptation , when he ſaieth, If a 
any time yee may bee hidden in the 
day of the Lordes wrath. Her pꝛomi⸗ 
ſeth them a hyding, which theymuſt 
haue vnder the winges and pꝛotection 


wicked ende with others:but he ſpea⸗ 
keth modeſtly , oz rather as it were 
in doubt, not becauſe hee eyther doub⸗ 
ted of the grate of God, oꝛ would per⸗ 
twade others to doubte, but that they 
map admonich the again of modeſtie, x 
lowlineſſe, which hee had commended 
euen now. Lealt verily they ſhoulde 
thinke that BD was neceſſarily 
tyed vnto them, oz els that he were in 
their debte.

7. Pet. 4. hee ſayde , If the righteous ſhall ſcarſe 
bee ſaued, where ſhall the wicked, and 

the ſinner appeare? Fo} although the 

Citie , and the Temple being oner- 
thꝛowne, the people was carryed as 
way vnto Babylon, pet they were 
hidden; and founde ſure aſſiſtance in 
God, as many as folowed this coũſell. 
FJoꝛ Jeremy had þ Babyplonians alli⸗ 
ant, æ very helpful vnto him. Daniel 
and his fellowes were liberally ap⸗ 
popnted, and were afterwarde- ad- 
-uaunced to very high degrees. Jecho- 

-nias alſo, who being ſkarred with Je- 

remies talke, went into voluntarie 
kerrile, and was wonderfully pꝛeſerued

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cellentthen all his Pꝛinces . And it 
is no doubte, but manp others allo. 
that ſhewed them ſelues obedient vn⸗ 
— — the trueth of this pꝛo⸗ 
Decondly the Prophet ſheweth the 
greatneſſe of the daunger:that by this 
conſideration he myght tir vp the god- 
ly to a conſtant truſt of Gods pꝛomi⸗ 
ſes, and an earneſt ſtudie of godlynes: 


Becauſe Haza is forſakẽ, and Aſhkalon 


is made deſolate, they ſhall driue out 
Aſhdod at the noone day, and Ekron 
ſhalbe roored vp. The meaning is, 
that che hurly burly of the warre,that 
was at hand , ſhould be ſo great, that 
it ſhould tome euen to thenere Cities 
of the Philiſtins, which as pet were 


not ouercome , although they were 


ſometime puniſhed with great llaugp⸗ 


ters. But the Prophet bleth a very Paronemaſa 


beautifull reſemblaunce of wozdes, 
where hee ſpeaketh-of Gaza, and 
Ekrow', which they that are ſkilfull 


of the Hebꝛewe tongue, map very 


well note , that they may caſily (ce 
).4, that 
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that d Þ2ophets wers neither vndleil⸗ 
full ot the arte of Rheto2tque, neyther 
vet without their eloquence. But,ſaith 
he, They (hal drive out Azot? at noone 
day, that hee may ſhew that their ene⸗ 
mies ſhall fall vppon them without 
feare openly at none tide:but his mind 
was, befoze all others ta name thoſe 
cities , which wee knowe were moll 
troubleſome to the people of God: that 
by that occaſion hee might paſſe to the 
third parte ol this ſermon wherein her 
giueth a remedie foz that offence , 
which ſpꝛange of y vntimely e vnmert 
reiopcing of y heathen, whe y people of 
GDD were led away captiue. Let vs 
apply theſe thinges to our ſelues, and 
when we ſx tokens of Gods wzath e⸗ 
| nery wayappeare, let vs behumbled 
nder his hande, and ſicke himinrigh- 
- teouſneſſe and lowlmeſſe, and wee in 
like manner ſhall finde ſare helpe 

and ſafetiefo2 our ſelues in Chiſt Je- 
lus to whom is due al thankeſgining, 
all honour,glozyand power foz euer.

And a- 
moglt theſe he nameth the Philiſtns, 
the Poabits, ec, whom we know to be 
the auncient enemies of the Church, 
Which vnder the cloak of a league, had 
befoze very notoꝛiouſlp mocked Eze⸗ 


chia,4 al the people of God.Laſtly he //a7.26 


addeth vnto theſe the Babplonians, 
which muſk alſo be puniſhed of God, ſo 
'ſonas they haue finiſhed their courſe, 
But this place confeineth a generall 
doctrine,and tonſolation. Foz firſt we 
-are here taught , that God is the God, 
not only of his people, but alſoof other 
nations, & that he doth bend the rygo; 
of his Judgement againſt al men: ſe⸗ 
tondlp we ſx that it is none w thing, if 
any time we perteiue that the Church 
is very roughly dealte withall; and 
that no man eught to bee offended

this diſcourſe:andin the entrance hee 
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therewith ,foz then alla hath Gay e, 
ſpecially an eye vnto it, who as hee 


doeth refourme it with coꝛrection, ſo in 


the ende he turneth his iudgement a⸗

But becauſe in dur ſermon yelker- 
dap, he began to ſpeake of the deſtructi⸗ 
on ol the Philiſtines, that he might as 
it were with this example make the 
Jewes afraide, he doeth of them begin 


deſcribeth the ſituation and manners 
of that nation: that thereby it may be 
knowneof whom he ſpeaketh, and foz 
what cauſes eſpecially they mult bee 
puniſhed. Woe to the inhabitours of 
the ſea coaſt: the nation of the Che- 
rethims: the woord of the Lorde is a- 
gainſt you, O Canaan the land of the 
Philiſtines. Me calleth the line oꝛ cotf 

of the dea, that countrie 5 is ſtretch⸗ 

ed euẽ vnto the ſea. Foꝛ by a figure cal 
led Synecdoche oz Metonimia, a line 


is takt fo2 a lot oz ſhare falling to any 


mã, becauſe men do vie a line in mea⸗ 


ſuring oz parting of ground. So doth 
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Damioſayth the lines are fallen to me 
ina faire grounde, and, by and hy af⸗ 
ter expounding the ſame, he ſayth, that 
a goodly inheritance befell him. But 
it is well knowne by them that haue 
wꝛitten of countries to deſcribe their 
ſituations, that all this coaſt bozde- 
ring vpon the Sea, was in times paſt 
bery famous by reaſon of fine cities, 
whereof the Pꝛophethath alreadie na- 
med fower,asAmos alſo doth, which a 
little befoze thꝛeatned them with de- 
ſeruction. Gaza lay moze towardes 
the South, then any of the other:this 
was famous by reaſon of a haut there, 
which Conſtantinus after warde after 
his ownname called Conſtantia. But 
Julianus reftozed vnto it againe the 
olde name, perhaps becauſe of the ha⸗ 
fred he bare foTonſfantings, and foz 
that he was delighted with the rem 
nantes of Gentilitie oꝛ Peathenneſſe. 
Next vnto this was Geth, where Go⸗ 
liah the Giaunt was bozne , and is 
heert omitted, ether becauſe _ 


Poles call Jacob, that is toſay,Jſrael Deut. 32. 
the line of the Loꝛdes inheritance:and 5/4“. J. 
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vlterly raſed, 02 elſe was of leffy: 
value then that it ſhouldz come in 
any reckoning: the third was Aſh- 
kelon, where Antipater the Father of 
Herod the Gceate was afterwardes 
bozne ; in the fourth place was A- 
⁊otus, which among all the cities of 
Syria, as Herodotus waiteth , abode 
the longeſt ſiege „ when Plalmeri- 
cus was King of appt whereby 
it may appeare, that it was verp 
well furniſhed fo; the warres'. Meta 
calleth it the mart of the marchan- 
diſe of all Arabia, which was the 
cauſe that it was ſo cozrupted with ri- 
ot and delicatenes, that the manners 
al Azotus grewe into a bywozd. With 
thoſe is Akron reckoned, being huilded 
vpon the maine Land; Furthermozs 
the Pꝛophet tearmeth al that country 
by two names, whereby he ſheweth 
foozth their manners. Firlt he calleth 
them the nation of the Cher 

is to — that | 
bpp byt 
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hand. lee knowe that Marriours 
are roughe and cruell , and it is too 
bee beeleeued that they gotte them 


that name as bloody and cruell men 


are woonte too doe, which ſeeks. 
foz pꝛapſe by. murdering and ouers 
thꝛow of whole nations. Then hee 
calleth them the Canaanites, partelyx 
becauſe they came of the offſp2ing of 
thoſe that remained of Canaanites, 
partly, that hee might ſhew, that hows 
ſoeuer they were outragiouſip bent, 
G O D made no moze account of 
them, then of the Eanaanites , which 
eraſtwhile hath appointed them vns 
to deſtruction , And he doeth not 
without an earneſt erpzelſſing . of 
his entent oz meaning. tell them 
by the wap, that the woozde of 
the Lo2d is againſt them. As though 


"Mm hee ſhoulde ſay, the people of GD 


mulk indeeve be puniſhed, and vou 
ſhall ſee them led away into captiuitie 
but the iudgement of G O D will 
not A = dare. —

chat the iudgmentes of God are ſome, 
time deferred , but not altogether tas 
ken away: theſe ſhould haue beene de⸗ 
ſkropyed with the other Cananites a- 
about. 800. peeres befoze this, when 
the Iſraelites entered the land pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed their fathers, Joſua bieng their cap 
taine and guide . But they abods ſtill 
in their roomes, partly thzough ths 
Mouth of the Iſraelites , who being a⸗ 
maled with the labours and daungers 
thereto belonging, ſought foz eaſe and 
quietnes: partly by the determinate 
counſell of God, which woulde haue 
ſome toremaine, by whoſe vngodli⸗ 
nes the vertue of the Iſraelites ſhoulo 
be exerciſed, leaſt they flowing in y- 
dlenes, ſhould wax woozſe and woꝛſe 
and come to nothing. But becauſe 
they regarded not the counſell of God, 
but being puffed vp with pꝛide, aſſaul- 


ted the church, ſhed innocent bloode, 


ſpent their life defiled with enery kind 
of wickednes, the Loꝛd foz\wke not his 
owne cauſe, but puniſhed them being 
palf mendment, with that ouerthꝛo 
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vee in the hiſtoꝛies many ſuch exam⸗ 
ples, in the ſludie whereof they ought 
diligently to be occupied, which there- 
foe pꝛomiſe them ſelues, that they 
ſhal neuer be puniſhed, becauſe as wel 
they,as their foꝛefathers had lined long 
in their beaſtly t coꝛrupt manners, not 
taſting thereby any harme, oz diſtom⸗ 
moditie:fo God hath his certaine cats 
fes , foꝛ the which hee winketh koꝛ a 
time, but he hath alſo appointed the ve⸗ 
ry houre vnto euerp one, wherein thep 
muſt beplagu2d (02 their franſgrelli 
ons. 


But let vs ſe what the Pꝛopbet The pun'td- 


thꝛeatneth againſt thele Philiſtines. 1 
will roote thee out, that there be none 
to inhabite thee. Thereloꝛe he thꝛeat⸗ 
neth a generall detention), and alter⸗

The meaning ig 
this: that coaſt of the Philiſtines that 
lyeth next vnto the Sea, which at this 
tyme, by reaſon of the hauens, and 
thꝛonge of Perchants is famous. In 
the furniture of Cities and Towers, 
in p2incely building of Palaces,mofte 
pleaſaunt ſtoze of oꝛchardes and gars 
dens, doeth far paſſe other nations, 
ſhal in ſhoꝛt time be deſtroped, and be⸗ 
come a receptacle fo2 poꝛe ſhepheards, 
which ſhall dꝛiue their heards thither: 
and it ſhall come to palle that their 
winecellers and their warehouſes , 
made vnder the earth, filled with moſt 
pleaſaunt ſpices, ſhall be turned into 
thepefoldes. And thus he ſheweth the 
inſt iudgement of God, which will pu⸗ 
nich them with hozrible deffruction , 
which haue deſtroyed other countries, 
and haue gotten themſelues a name of 
their deſtroping, in that they would 
be called Cherethim, which is (ol de⸗ 
_ Troyers,) This is the lot of al them 5 
be ſuch: andcertenly the law ofnature 
fapleth not, which is confirmedby the 
authozitie of Chʒiſt himlelfe, ſaying:

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With w hat meaſure you mere vnto o- 
thers,with the ſame ſhall others mete 
vnto you . Whereof becauſe we haus 
ſpoken moze at large in an other place, 
it may ſuffice to haue noted fhelg 
thinges . But becauſe the P2ophet 


the godly : he teacheth alſo that all this 
hall fall out foz their good. Fo2 he ads 
deth, The ſea coaſt ſhalbe for the rem- 
naunt of the houſe ot Indabtthat is, al 
this country ſhal fal to them, which by 
the ſingular godwill of God, ſhall be 
pꝛeſerued out of Judah.

thinges are fulfilled, two manner of 


waies:foz firſt they that returned feb 
Babilon, had theſe countries in pollefs 
ſian, and in the hiſtoꝛie of the Pacha- 


bes, it is w2itten of Aanathan and Di» ⸗ 


meon, that they b2ought Gaza and Als 
kalon with the places there about into 
the Jewes lubiection, Againe we reade 
in the Aas, that the Apoſtles with the 
pꝛeching of the Goſpel ouer went thels 
very lame cities with the lohole coum 
trey of the Philiſtines, ſo that ther 
came vnder thegouernment of Chziſt, 
Who being boꝛne of Juda, as touchmg 
the flethe,of the remnaunt whervf hee 
ſpꝛead his kingdome al about both fat 
And nerre. And here againe doeth the 
'wo2thines of the Church appeare; fo 
Wholecauſe God doth either p2eſerue 
© kepe in lafetie moſt mightie nations. 
on els doth ſcatter and cut them of, if 


ther 
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they continue to moleſt oꝛ trouble the 
' ſame: we haue bꝛought exãpls hero in 
an other place, neither ought wee to 
doubte thereof, although it be ſome⸗ 
time bꝛought to a ſmall number , Foz 
there will alwapes be ſome remnant, 
wherof as of a moſt fruitełul ſede the 
Church doeth ſpꝛing againe, and is 
wonderfully ſpꝛead abꝛoade, contra- 
— to that that all men might lone 
2.5 200 
+ Furthermoze the P2ophet paſſeth xy, obi 
from the Philiſtines vnto the Poabits an Amonites, 
and Amonites, whome he coupleth to⸗ 
gether, becauſe they were bꝛethzen, | | 
and did with like rage at all times ins 3 
uade the people of GD D: they cams 
ol Lot, whom Moles teſtifieth to haue 
dene dꝛonken, and to haue laine with 
his daughters. And although they | 
were nigh of bloud to the Jewes ; ver er . a 
(as wee haue noted in Amos) they 
bare an enemies minde againſt them. 
But they did then eſpecially declare 
their hartes, when the Jewes were 
led away: captiues by the Babyloni⸗ 
nians . Foz then they triumphed o⸗ 
I:3, ur 


/ 
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ver them, being ouertcome, and went 
aboute to ſtretch the boundes of their 
kingdome euen vnto Juda, as we ſhall 
beare by and. This was a great and 

very bitter coꝛſey, where with the faith 
pl verp many was tryed, when they 
aw the choſen people of GD Dito be 
ouercome by the wickedzand the Gen⸗ 
tiles boꝛne of inceſt, ſafely to enioy 
their poſſeſſions: and ould heare the 
repꝛoches oi the lame wherewith they 
did girde at, and de ame the true reli⸗ 
gion, oꝛ did hazard oꝛ bꝛing into daun⸗ 
ger the glo2y of God himſelfe . The 
P2ophet Zephaniah therefoꝛe dealeth 
diligently againſt them. Foz ſirſt bes 
cauſe GD D map ſeeme vnto many 
to be blinde and deafe , ſceing that ſuch 
thinges were committed and ſpoken 
by theſe, and that without puniſhs 
ment: he bꝛingeth in hun elfe, ſaping: 
Ihaue heard the reproch of the Mo- 
abites, and the rebułes of the children 
of Ammon, herby they vpbrayded 

my people, and magnified them ſelues 
2g inſt their borders. An which woꝛds 
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hee deſcribeth their wickedneſſe, and 
teacheth them, that he is not igno⸗ 
raunt of anp of thoſe thinges. As tou⸗ 
ching their finnes, he accuſcth them ol 
two thinges . Firſt , becauſe they res 
pꝛoched the Jewes , and ſpake many 
things cõtumeliouſip, not only againſt 
the Jewes, but alſo againſt GD 
and his true religion, which thels 
Jewes pꝛofeſſed. The other is: bes 
cauſe they exalted themſclues:that is. 
they enterpꝛiled many thinges very 
P:oudly againſt their bꝛoders, while 
they would haue layde the countrey ol 
. the Jewes vnto their own land. Amos 
in like manner rebuketh this deſire 
; of inlarging their kingdome, in the 
Amonitcs , which affirmeth that they 
abſteined not from ripping vp of wo⸗ 
men great with childe ; inſomuch 
that by that kinde of crueltie they 
conſtrained the Galaadites to yelde 
them ſelues . And Jeremy ſpeaketh 
vnto the ſame, Hath Iſrael no childe? ere. 
haue they none to inherit? why ther- 
fore doth Malchom poſſeſſe Gad, and 

| r 


his people dwel in his cities. Both theſe 
ſinnes were befo2e all others very des 
teſtable, and wooꝛthpy ot grecuous pus 
niſhment , foz triumphing ouer them 
that were bꝛought lo we, they offended 
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againſt the lawe ol nature, which tea⸗ 
cheth to bewaple the, 4 in p calamities 
of others to acknowledg that the come 
mon chance ot all men is befraught 
with miſerp and w2etchedneſſe:, But 
fo: aſmuch as they gaue the raine to 
ſauſie ſpeech both againſt god 4 his ſer 
nice it appeared p they had put ol altaſt 
of religion. Againe . foꝛasmuch as they 
muaded that land which God had pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to Abzaham,and did giue it, not 
without many. wonders , to be inha⸗ 
bited of his poſteritie, this iniurie reas 
ched both vnto God himſelfe, neyther 
pet did they ſheibde themſelues thanke⸗ 
full as they ought vnto Ab:aham, who 
in time paſt bꝛought their pꝛogenitour 
into this land, being takẽ captiue he 


„dielinerrd him kroim the hand of his c- 


nemies. Thele things ought too bee 
marked of thoſe that are pꝛitked with 
is like delice ok bearing rule. Foz we 

knows 
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know that God in olde time diſtribu⸗ 
ted to euer natiõ his land oz country, 
They ther loꝛe offend againſt hun who 
ſoeuer they be that ſtreatch out tarther 
their boundes being by him appointed. 
And although God vleth their wodnes 
in puniſhing thoſe that abuſed his 
giftes and beneſttes, vet the ſelſe ſame 

ſhall not ſcape vnpuniſhed, as we haue 
” faughtmanotherplace by many er⸗ 
= amples, But in this place it is full of 
mioſt ſweete comfoꝛt, that he ſaith, he 
hath heard their repꝛoches t rebukes. 
| Foz2heereby they might learne, that 
Bod would neuer leaue to care fo2the, 
although he ſuffred them ſome ſpace to 
be affliced,but that that is ſpoken of 
them ought to be applyed vnto all: foz 
God both heareth and ſeeth in euery 
place ot the earth whatſoeuer is pur⸗ 
poſed againſt thoſe that be his. And be⸗ 
cauſe his glozy is coupled with their 
ſafetie, he neuer doeth neglect it Let 
vs therefoze be mindful of theſe things 
as often as we heare the repꝛoches and 
fcoffes of the wicked, neither let vs

our welfare is any whitte impapzed 
therebp, 

But leſk any man ſhould thinke 


Waite and that God is but an ydle beholder, hes 


that J now ſpeake, And that the aus 
thoꝛitie of this pꝛoteſtation may be the 


denounceth the puniſhmeut, which he 


bath determined to plagye the with, 
and that with ſuch an earneſt auou⸗ 
ching, that therevnto he addeth an 
oathe , ſaying (as J line) which is to 
ſay,as ſurely as J am Godt line foz 
euer, ſo ſurely ſhall that come to paſſe 


greater, the Pꝛophet maketh a deſerip 
tion ot God, calling him the God of Jl- 
rael, the Lo2dof hoſts compzehending 
therin the power and gaovnes of God, 
that he might ſhewe that he is able to 
bꝛing to paſſe whatſoeener he thꝛeat⸗ 
neth againſt his wicked enemies: and 
that he will do it becauſe he is bound 
to his people by a peculiar couenaunt. 
Bnt what is it that he thꝛetneth? that 
Moab ſhalbe as Sodomꝭ , and the Chil- 
dren of Ammon as Gomorha. &c. He 


dieth thole examples which the Pꝛo⸗ 
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phetes alleage fo the moſt parte when 
they woulde declace any extreame mts 
ſeries 02 calamities: but becauſe they 
were not vtterly burned vpp with fire 
from heauen, he addeth to expounde 
himſelle, their place ſnalbe ouergrown 
with nettles, and ſhalbe Saltpits, and a 
perpecual deſolation. The meaning 
therefo22 is, as the cities of the Sodo⸗ 
mites 4 of the of Gomoꝛrha together 
with all their fieldes are turned into a 
ſtinking lake, and( as Strabo waiteth) 
into a ſople that fometh duſt 4 aſhes: 
enen ſo ſhall all the region of the Mo⸗ 
abites and Amonites be made deſolate 
and barren and {hall ſo remaine fo2 g- 
ner. And ſurely. it is well knowne, 
that thoſe nations were neuer reſto⸗ 
red againe, and that with them their 
kingdomes alſo and whole gouerne⸗ 
ment of their common weith came to 
naught: ſau ing that in theſe latter as 
ges a mixt multitude of vagabondes, 
out of all nations flocked thither, 


which vſurped to thẽſelues p auncient 


name ot p Arabit᷑s. And theſe, becauls

troubled all Churches. But the exams

But as 
he ſpake of the Philiſtines: ſo allo ha 
ſpeaketh of theſe; The remnnar of my 
people ſnal ſpoyle them, & the remnãt 
of my folke (hall poſſeſſe them. NMhich 
thing becauſe it cannot be expounded 
ol the Jewes returning from Badi⸗ 


and their diſciples , which pzeached 
Chꝛiſt intheſe countries alſo, and they 
oꝛdeyned Churches as the holp Scrip⸗ 
ture beareth witneſſe of Paule. And 


- . Ch:iſtian Religion flouriſhed in thoſe 


quarters , fo2 certaine peeres, vntill 
Payomets outrage, as I ſapd befv2ze; 


ple of theſe nations docth teach what 
remaineth fo2 them, that neuer ceaſe 
fa vere 02 aſſault the Church of God 
Foz ſeeing they would not giue platt 
unto Chꝛiſt, vnto whom His father- 
hath ginen al nafivs; yea the vttermoſt 
bo2ders of the earth: they werewoogs 
chie in the ende to loole all that they 
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had:e there can no oꝛder other wile by 
taken foz them and their countrie, but 
by ſubmitting themlelucs to be gouer⸗ 
ned by Chꝛiſt. Yeerevnto ſerueth the 
rehement concluſion of this place. 
This fell vppon them foz their p2ive, 
becauſe they were repꝛoched and mag⸗ 


ified the ſclues-againft the people olß 


Lo2d ofhoſtes . Ye tooth pzincipally 
name their pꝛide „ that the Jews

Belides 
this they ſawe the power of the Baby⸗ 
lonians to increaſe very huge, which 
did openlp pꝛofeſſe hatred againſt the 
true GM D and his true religion, and 
did tauntingly hit the ſame in the teeth 
of the miſerable captiues. Here there⸗ 
foze was neede or diligent inſtruction, 
which the Pꝛophet in this third parte 
of this ſermon adioplieth.

med by Euſebius. Sabacus (whom the 
ſcriptures cal, So oz Sua) Sebicus Thar · 
racus & Merres. Jt was needeful p he 
ſhould make ſpecial mẽtion at᷑ theſe, be: 
cauſe there was many bath olde and 
newe iniuries of them offered; againſt 
the people of God: foꝛʒ in times paſt, 
the Aſraelites had ſerued a harde bon- 
dage in Egypt. Seſakus allo, in the 
reigne of Robaam, waſted Juda and 
toke.away the treaſares of the Tem⸗ 
ple, and of the kings houſe, unto whom 
the Mozians were now toyned, as the 
ſcriptures doe declare. Alfa Sera the 
MPoꝛian made ware vppon the King

ted and vncleane. 

But when ſinnes be puniſhed, all He acculeth 

men fo2 the molt part will confeſte the Poſt v8 mag 


acknowledge the ſame in them ſelues, 

nay euerꝝ one perſwadeth himlſelf,that 2 

he is faultleſſe. Now therfoze the Pꝛo⸗ NF 

phet goeth from the reckoning vp of 

their ſins vnto the perſons the ſelues, 

and reckoneth them in oꝛder, which 
P.3, moll 
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molt of al offeded in theſe things. The: 


chiefs among theſe, werethoſe p had the 


gouernement ot thinges as well in the 
Church as in the common wealth: and 
be repꝛooueth thele firſt, not becauſe he 
would ercuſe the baſe multitude from 
finne, but that it map moꝛe plainlp ap⸗ 
peare that! in al the body there was no⸗ 
thing whole 4 ſound, conſidoring that 
ſuch lothfoine diſeaſes were founde in 
the head. But beginning with the pains 
ces, he ſaifh, Theſe are as theroring 
Lyons in the middeſt of her. He com⸗ 
pareth them to Lions, x that to ſuch as 


roze th2ougy hunger and woodnes, 


that he mighFrep2one their tyzanny, 
and crueltie, wherewith they were acs 
cuſtomed. in the time of Banaſſegany 


Ammon, # which thepererciſed as pet 
vnder Jofia , foz as much as he epther 


knewe not of it, 02 els tould not redꝛes 
it. Then he ſayth , That their Iudges 
are as wolues in the night: that is, to 
to hungry and rauendus, ſo that they 
leaue no bones vntill the moꝛning. 

But he ſpeaketh of their deuouring ol 
giltes and taking rewardes, which 
is 
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is the greateſt plague that iudgement 
bath; Foz if (as Cicero tpake foʒ his 
friend Plaucius) that Judge is euer vn⸗ 
iuſt that either inueieth, oꝛ ſaucureth: 
what ſhal we ſay of him, that1 in iudge⸗ 
ment hunteth after gaine, then the 
which nothing hath greater fo2ce- too 
mooue. the mindes of. men. Foꝛ the 
ſame Cicero, oꝛ rather experience being 
witnes ſaith that abounding wealth, is 
wont to weaken the religion & trueth 
of iudgementes . Jethꝛo lſawe this, 
that would haue Judges to be haters 
and enimies to couetouſnes. Crod. 18. 
In this pꝛeſent place therfoꝛe the Pꝛa⸗ 
phet complaineth that wꝛougſull dea⸗ 
ling did by foꝛce come vpypon them pub⸗ 
likely, and that their court oꝛ towne⸗ 
houſe fo2 pleading caules, becamea 
ſpoyling place foz robbers, in that that 
hee compareth the iudges to hungry 
wolues. But ſeeing they were ſuch vn» 
der Joſta, that molt godly and wel viſs 
poſed king, what ſhall we thinke they 
were vader Panaſles and Ammon, 
who were them ſelues fartheſt of 
all „ from Religion e therefoze the 
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oꝛder of that common wealth, 
bangeth ot one alone, is full of daun. 
ger: becauſe it is impoſlible that on 
thould either heare oz ſee all thinges 
that are doneamong the people. But 
let them which (truſting of this) doe 
peruert Judgement , re member that 
they haue Goda ſeeing witnelle ol al þ 
they doe, which is wont alwaies to be 


in the midſt ok the aſſemblies of Jud | 


ges, accoꝛding as it is written Plal, 82. 
God is in the companie of Gods, hee 
is Iudge among Gods. Furthermoꝛs 
he paſſeth frem the Judges, to the tea⸗ 
chers, ſaping: Her Prophets are lyght 
and wicked men · Ye ſpeaketh of the 
falſe P2ophets,of which ſozte it is wel 
knowne by Jeremy, that there were 
many, with whome hehad much a 
do. He calleth them light as well foz 


their learning, as allo fo2 the loſe ton · 


uerſation and coꝛrupt maners of lyfe. 
Fo2 as foꝛ their doctrine, they framed 
it to the mindes of their hearers, and 
{pake pleaſaunt things, as the vngod⸗ 
ly in Jſay do tommaund the p2ophets. 
But this is aneſpeciall parte of _ 
„ 4 
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neſſe, vnder the cloake of the name of 
God, toſ&ke foz pꝛiuate commoditie, 
and to take part with ſin, wherewith 
it is well knowne that God is angry. 
But that in the courſe of their life. 
they were malt diſlolute, it appeareth 
by Jſay, who accuſeth the ſeducers of 
his time, of dꝛonkenneſſe and lone of Gar 56, 
gluttanie:t ſuch as are wont to be had 
in reputation among the vngodly. 

Firlt becauſe of the likenes of their 
manners, thenbecauſe they willingly 
laye open their authoꝛite, neither can 
they withſtand thoſe whame they lee 
to liue very licenciouſiy. The P2ophet 
therefoze doth not without god conſi⸗ 
deration had,reckon them amonge the 
number of thole , that were the au- 
thoꝛs of their common deſtruction, 
which thing J would to God all mini⸗ 
ters woulde in theſe dapes conſider, 
and whoſoeuer are alſo delighted with 
ſuch, whome Chꝛiſt affirmeth to bee 
like vnſanerie ſalte, ec. Laſtly he res 
pꝛoueth the Pꝛieſts, and theſe (ſaieth 
he) hauedefiled the ſanctuarie, and 
broken the Law. By the name ol ſanc- 
P.5. tuarie 
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fuary he vnderſtãdeth al the outward 
wooꝛſhip and whatſoener holy rites 
were then vled, the pꝛieſtes did defile 
them,partly becauſe they did crecute 
oꝛ miniſter the careleũp oz pꝛophane⸗ 
dp, partly becauſe they did peruert their 
ble and made a clsake foz their wic⸗ 
kednelle by that, where with all men 
ought to haue beene ſtirred vp to the 
fkuvie of godlines and conſideration 
of the pzomiled Sauiour. Fo2 they pla- 
cing in theſe oufwarde thinges the re- 
compence of their ſinnes and deſert of 
faluation, made the temple with al the 
holy exerciſes therof ,a den of theenes, 
as Jeremie ſpeaketh of them. But be - 
cauſe this could not be done without 
the coꝛruption of doctrine, he ſaith, that 

they bꝛake the law, that is, they wze- 
ſted it violently info a contrary meas 
ning which was done then, when ( as 
Ilaidenennow)they plated veſert oz 
merit in thoſe thinges, which did ra- 
ther argue the cozruptis of our nature, 


d which chould haue led them, as it 


were a ſchoolemaiſter vntoo Chzilt. 
This cozruption of woozthippe and

doctrine reigned allo in Chꝛiſtes tyme⸗ 
who openly bꝛingeth certain examples 
thereof,and teacheth that it mult bes 
amended, And J would to God that 
the ſame were not founde in many 
Churches in theſe our dayes , Foz 
what do thoſe papall fellowes , that to 
the Pope and his hoꝛned Biſhoppes do 
violently wing thole thinges which 
by the Apoſtles were ſpoken, as cdcer- 
ning the Church and miniſterie of the 
woo2de, and ſo by the wooꝛd of Chꝛiſt 
do eſtabliſh their outragious tyꝛannie: 
when alſd they doe defend their moꝛe 
then vnchaſtk ſingle life? The ditfe- 
rences of meates, Images, the ſacrifice 
ot the malle, and other vngovlineſſe'of 
llke ſoꝛt, by the teſtimonies of the ſcrip 
ftkeures, falſely repozted and wickedly 
ue in ſuch oꝛder, that thzough them 
bhſe whole minitkerie ol the Church is 
 exill ſpoken ot. J will not now ſpeal 
of their ſelling ol pꝛieſtes oꝛders, their 
Dimoniacall faire of ſacraments their 
Waozkes ot ſupererogation * — 
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indulgences, their fire of purgatozie, 
their holy Paſſes of Requiem , and 
- dyziges foz them that be dead, and 
whatſoener other thinges els they 
haue inuented to the impapꝛing of 
the merit of Chꝛiſt, and contrary 
to the doctrine of his trueth: there- 
fo:c the ſame tymes , and the ſame 
manners doe requpꝛe the ſame pu- 
mihmentes, whereof it ſhall be ſpo⸗ 
ken in their place. Now let vs note 
the example of Zephaniah , who bes 
ing but ons alone, toke vppon him 
the cauſe of the trueth againſt the 
Pꝛophetes and P2telkes, and doeth 
accuſe them openly . Fo2 that wee 
map let paſſe thoſe Þ2zophets, whome 
wee knowe by Jeremy to haue runne. 
and were not ſent , Vet it is well 
knowne that the B ꝛieſtes were ap⸗ 
poynted by GDD : and by lawe- 
fail (acceſſion they did diſcende from 
Aaron : notwithſtanding the Pao⸗ 
phet Zephaniah blameth them, and 
doeth p;onounce them wozthy of pu⸗ 

nichment. From whence then hath 
the Pope ob tapnod þ his Wande, , 
0 
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who although hee leave ſoules to hel, 
will pet bee repꝛeued by no man? 
But wee reade that Peter was re⸗ 
buked of Paule, and that openly, 
when hee went not right to the trueth 
of the Golpell. Oz who-canne beare Gal«. 
them in theſe dayes, which ſay that 
manpfeſt and open abuſes are not 
to bee taken away , extept it bee by 
the authozitie of a generall councell, 
whereof now there can bee no hope, 
and wherevnto, they that now haue 
ſome peares beene accuſed, will no⸗ 
ner ſubmitte them ſelues? But will 
godly Pꝛintes and heades of the peo⸗ 
ple haz arde the lyfe of ſo many theu⸗ 
landes of ſoules, while theſe decea⸗ 
uers gette vnto them ſelucs , as if 
were a whot ſering y2on 2 Let them 
rather by this one argument acknows

can come to them. This is done 
both ſpiritually and cozpozally, Foz bes. 
ing iuſtiſted by fayth ,- wee haue peace 
with God: and God doth wonderfully, 
defend his Church: ſo that although 
molt cruell enemies, beſet it on euer 


it, neyther vet can they take any: of 
hꝛiſt his ſheepe out of his handes , 
there is no neede ol any longer decla⸗

Lis nt eo tak 
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chewe it, and we ſinde examples ther⸗ 
of euery where. This place therefos 
teacheth what is the moſt eſte and ſure 
way to obtaine peace. This is in euery 
peoples mouth; and ſurely it is a moſt᷑ 
excellent gift, but very fewe there bee 
that ſeeke foz true peace: this is that 
that doth quiet our minds with God, t 
doth make vs be without care e feare 
againſt the terroꝛs of the woꝛld. This 
peace is not otherwiſe begonne in vs; 
then by the ſtudie of godipneſſe and a 
true fayth, Fo2 they that want it, art 
euer diſquieted both within and with⸗ 
out, that they ſeeme to be p2eparedfoz 
euer miſchiefe. Yitherto doth exam⸗ 
ples of tyꝛants belong, the moſt wher- 
of bearing rule both farre and niere, 
being combꝛed with feare and trem⸗ 
bling, do ble a moſt heedie and pike⸗ 
out watch foz the ſafetie of their bo⸗ 
bies. The repozt is, that Alexander ne⸗ 
neuer laye with his wife Thebe, 
whome hee loued moſt intirelp, buf 
he firſt cemmannded a Barbarian ſol⸗ 
dier to goe beloze him to the chambers 
and to ſearch al his gg 
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ButMaſinifla although his kingdom 
was al ouer Aſia, and had 54.Daonneg, 
ſo thought, that none in all the woꝛlde 
would be truſty enough vnto him that 
he rather vſeda watch ol dogges, then 
of men, to pꝛeſerue his lyfe. Nhat ſhal 
wee (ay of Dionyſius? who 5ᷣ he might 
not dꝛead the Barbers razars, would 
needes haue his daughters learne the 
Barbars craft, to whom being grown 
to peares of diſcretion, he fearing to cds 
mitte any cutting inſtrument, cauſed 
his beard to be huͤrned of with walnut 
and other nut ſhales being ſet on fyꝛe. 
But the nightes were ſo troubleſome 
vnto him, that hee fenced his chamber 
nc otherwiſe, then if it had beene his 
tentes with ditches & trenches, which 
were laid ouer with a hanging bzidg. - 
With whom alſo thou maiſt reckẽ the 
Kings of our time, which do rather cõ⸗ 
mit p lake cuſtodie of their bodies to fo- 
rene barbarous guardes, then to their 
one country men; but from whence 
tommeth this? becauſe they hauing an 
-euill conſcience win themſelues, can⸗ 
not butleare thole, whom they _—_ 
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they haue done great wꝛong vnto. But 
ther haue no hope in God, whome ei⸗ 
ther they know not, oꝛ els doſcoffingly 
deſpiſe, oꝛ perteiue that he ia wzathfull 
againſt them.
